We are saved “ by the 
glace of God through faith.” 
It is those who have confessed 
their sins to God and placed their 
faith in Jesus Christ, God’s only 
begotten Son, who are eligible for 
church membership.

have done this, they are entitled 
to the privileges of church m em ­ 
bership. 


I A PECULIAR PEO PLE
